D ecatur, Ind., M arch 27.—The large 
stock barn, ca tie and hog sheds, and 
g ranaries on the farm of Robinson & 
Co., were destroyed by fire last night 
w ith 4.000 bushels of corn, 1,000 bushels 
of w heat, 150 head of hogs, ten tons of 
hay, straw and farm ing implements. 
The buildings occupied over three acres 
of ground and were consumed. H enry 
Bluhm e, superintendent of the farm , 
w as alm ost fatally burned while a t­ 
tem pting to release the cattle. The fire 
was of an incendiary origin and was 
the third attem pt to burn the buildings 
in the last year. The loss is $40,000 with 
small insurance.

Jum ping a ^ o s s G rand ave­ 
nue the fire consum ed a half block of 
three-ntory brick buildings and again 
crossing F o u rth street enveloped the 
Public L ib rary building, the F ourth 
stre e t corner of which is occupied by 
Benedic & Co., clothiers. 
There never w as a fire in this city 
w hich destroyed so m uch property in 
so sh o rt a tm*e. It is rem arkable th a t 
th ere w as no loss of life, although there 
w ere m any narrow escapes. The m ost 
rem arkable escape w as a t G rand av ­ 
enue an d F o u rth street. At 12:45 two 
stream s w ere playing on the building, 
th e cupola of which w as burning di­ 
rectly over the heads of the firemen. 
.Suddenly It toppled and fell. The men 
saw it com ing and stuck to their posts 
while death seemed 
im m inent. They 
never w avered, although the crowd a 
h alf a block back shouted for them to 
run. They heeded not, and fortunately 
th e im m ense copper cupola struck the 
to p of one of the engines and fell to one 
side w ithout in juring any of the men. 
There were several o ther narrow es­ 
capes of firem en from the falling walls. 
T he upper stories of the row of three- 
sto ry buildings. No. 318 to 330 G rand 
avenue, w ere occupied as residences, 
an d they w ere crowded w ith roomers, i 
T he fire c a m e so quickly the people in 
these room s had to run for th eir lives j 
in their nig h t clothes.

to show, th at, as he viewed the m at- j 
ter, th a t It had. He passed im m ediately 
to 
the 
consideration 
of the strike 
as 
a 
violation

in terstate 
commerce relations. Intercourse and 
tran sp o rtatio n betw een the states and 
all the instrum entalities of either are ad ­ 
m ittedly p arts of in terstate commerce. 
H aving power to control It congress has 
not perm itted the power to lie dorm ant, 
but has freely and decisively exercised 
it. 
He then enum erated several of the 
federal laws bearing on the questions 
of in terstate traffic, including those ap ­ 
plying to the mail service, those relat­ 
ing to the carrying of live stock and 
those requiring the use of certain kinds 
of brakes, etc. He continued: “By the 
act the principles in accordance with 
which in terstate transportation shall be 
; conducted are laid down and defined. 
; their violation is inhibited under severe 
penalties, and, to crown the whole, all 
the interstate commerce railroads of the 
.j country are practically put in charge 


I of a commission which is to see to it 
| th at their duties as in terstate carriers, 
I as pres* iii cd by congress, are faithfully 
! discharged.

“Finally, recognizing the existence of j 
an evil cf greater m agnitude, congress, 
by an aet of Oct. I, 1888, m ade provision 
for the creation of boards of arbitration 
to settle controversies between rail­ 
road com panies 
and their 
employes 
when such controversies are having the 
effect of hindering 
and interrupting 
in terstate comm erce.” 
! 
The attorney general adm itted 
th at 
it w as the duty of the state authorities 
to deal w ith certain phases of the of­ 
fenses com m itted, 
said: 
“If they 
had done so prom ptly and vigorously 
the interruption of in terstate railroad 
transportation 
m ight 
possibly 
have 
ceased, but instead of their doing this 
they allowed day after day to

Mr. Olney passed on to the considera­ 
tion of the m eans at the comm and of the 
governm ent to step in, not only in de­ 
strike, the principal of wrhich w as the 
courts, w’hich m ust be depended upon 
so fa r as practicable to deal w ith it. 
Mr. D arrow opened by saying th a t he 
agreed w ith Mr. Olney th a t the case 
w as one of v ast im portance to count­ 
less millions of w orking people. H e re­ 
plied w ith some w a rm th to Mr. Olney’s 
criticism of the failure of the state 
courts to tak e proper cognizance of the

The robbers 
secured $150 in silver, which was In a 
different departm ent of the safe. The 
dam age to the vault and’ safe will be 
$1,500. The robbers stole a team and 
spring wagon and escaped. The re­ 
port of the explosions was heard by 
several citizens, but the wind was blow­ 
ing a gale and they paid no attention 
to the noise.

T he report is current about tow n 
th a t Miss M arina F lint, daughter of 
Dr. F lint, th e hypnotist, had been 
killed in Ohio w hile the stone-breaking 
act was being given.

The girl s body is 
rigid and the shock produced by the 
striking of the ham m er on the stone 
has no apparent effect on the body. It 
takes some tim e for th e doctor to re­ 
store the girl to her form er condition, 
and w hen he finally succeeds, her face 
has a deathly pallor and she is appa 
rently so weak th a t it is w ith difficulty 
th a t her lim bs sustain her.

BENEATH A BURDEN OF SORROW 


Funeral o f W . F.Cook. 
The remains of W. 
F.

Fiends Barred the Door of the Black­ 
smith Shop In Which He Slept At 
Council Bluffs and Then Applied the 
Torch—Terrible Fight for Life W as 
Unavailing. 
Cornelius 
Maguire, 
the 
former 
Janesville liveryman m et a most hor­ 
rible death at Council Bluffs, Monday. 
He was literally roasted in his burn­ 
ing shop after fiends had locked the 
door and applied the torch. 
When he 
finally escaped it was only to die in a 
few hours. 
Maguire will be well re­ 
membered by Janesville people. 
For 
some years he ran a livery 
stable 
across the road from the Park hotel, 
but w ar burned out. Western prospects 
led him to leave Janesville and he 
w ent west, and a few years ago, in 
company with others, put up a build­ 
ing a t Plattsm outh to be used as a dis­ 
tillery, but the building was burned 
before it was ready for occupancy. 
This misfortune disheartened him, as 
he lost all he had, and from there he 
went west, returning to Council Bluffs 
and engaging in the blacksm ithing 
business, which trade he had always 
followed. 
The building wa6 formerly 
a training stable, but was later fitted 
up for blacksm ithing by Smith Coffee, 
who owned it at the 
time 
it was 
burned. 
Maguire fitted up a room in 
the northw est corner of the building, 
which he occupied as a sleeping room. 
In this room there was but one w in­ 
dow, and it was boarded up half way 
both on the inside and outside. 
F ired 
W h ile 
H e 
Slept. 
M aguire had been asleep for some 
hours when be was awakened by the 
rearing and crackling of the flames, 
which were rapidly enveloping the en ­ 
tire building, a wooden structure and 
dry. 
His first effort to make his es­ 
cape was at the front door, aud being 
unable to 
get it open he 
rushed 
through the fire to the rear, and failed 
in his attem pt to make bis escape in 
th a t direction. 
The building at this 
poiot, w heie the fire had evidently 
started, was a mass of flames, and the 
h e a t and smoke were stifling. 
The 
night clothes of Maguire were now on 
fire, and his body was bring burned iu 
a horribl 3 manner. 
The torture w as 
becoming unbearable, and crazed with 
pain he made a last effort to free him ­ 
self from the burning building, and 
again rushed through the flames to the 
front p art of 
the building, where, 
gathering all the rem aining strength 
he had, he hurled his body against t h 3 
door and burst it open. 
gg 
Denperate Kau Fur Help. 


The site of the blscksmith shop is a 
block from the nearest business house 
or dwelling, and up to this time the 
people nearest to the burning build­ 
ing were not aw are th a t a fire was in 
their vicinity. 
Maguire’s cries for 
assistance had aot aroused any one. 
In a pitiful condition, with his night 
clothes burning and the flesh peeling 
from his legs, arm s and hands, be 
made his way a block distant to a 
building, 3802 Sherman avenue, where 
w ith his cries he aroused L. T. Fore­ 
man, whom he begged to extinguish 
the flames th a t were burning his back 
and which he was unable to reach 
with his mangled hands. 
Mr. 
Fore­ 
man rendered all the assistance th a t 
was in his pawer, aud, in obedience to 
Mr. Maguire a wishes, he led him a 
block further north to where a friend 
of Maguire's lived. 
His friend, Ted 
Beecher, assisted him up two flights 
of stairs over Cumings' saloon, 3825 
Sherm an avenue, where he was put to 
bed. The police ambulance was called 
and a physician having arrived, he 
was ordered taken to the Emanuel 
hospital, where rem aining conscious 
to th e last, he died a few hours after­ 
ward. 
W ork o f An Enemy, 
In conversation with I ill friends ha 
stated th a t some one had tricu so ourn 
him up, and th a t the doors had been 
barred on the outside, m aking his es­ 
cape almost impossible. 
Friends of Maguire stated th a t they 
knew of no one who could be con­ 
strued to be an enemy of his, and th a t 
all of his acquaintances seemed to 
think a great deal of him. 
The only 
difficulty they ever knew Maguire to 
have was a few weeks ago when a 
colored man w ent to the shop to have 
a horse shod and paid for the work. In 
a few days the same m an returnsd 
and had another horse shod and asked 
for credit, bu* this was refused and 
the horse was held until the money 
was paid over. 
A few words were had 
a t chat time, b i t no particularly bad 
feeling was expressed on either side. 
Although the building was entirely 
burned, which destroyed the chances 
of learning w hether the doors had 
been barred from the outside, the 
friends are unanimous in saying th a t 
they do not th in k such was the case, 
and explain th e fact th a t Maguire w &b 
unable to escape a t first from either 
of the doors as being caused from the 
excitem ent of th e moment.
